Counseling for Saginaw High School Seniors has as its objectives the development of good school citizenship and 
preparation for graduation and after graduation activities. This means the presentation of matters connects with the 
general activities of the school, as well as those more restricted to graduation. 

Early in the Senior Year the counseling presents the scholastic side of graduation by considering the “point stand- 
ing” of pupils. The “level of graduation” and “rank in the graduating class” is determined on this basis. There are 
three levels of graduation toward which pupils are encouraged to strive; with high honor, with honor, and with recom- 
mendation. 

Explanation of the “gift scholarships” and “competitive scholarships” as well as the “loan scholarships” is given 
in the Senior Year because it has been found that many have made no definite plans for furthering their education 
beyond high school until they have reached the Senior Year. 

Aside from the honors which for the most part are awarded at graduation time, and are based on character rating, 
scholastic standing, and participation in school activities, are an invitation to the Honor Banquet, (shared with Juniors 
and Sophomores) and the D.A.R. Good Citizenship Pilgrim chosen from the Senior girls. 

The months prior to graduation are filled with discussion of details of graduation activities, the keeping of gradu- 
ation expenses within a reasonable limit, requirements for advanced educational work, the functions of Commence- 
ment Week, and the Senior Play. 

In order to “knit” the various home room activities together and to get the viewpoint of various Senior groups, 
the four class officers are aided by the Senior Central Committee, comprised of pupils elected by the various Senior 
Home Rooms. By so doing the theory of Democracy is put to work.

Death made its first break January 24 in the ranks of recipients of Saginaw High School's "Distinguished Alumnus” award, tal 
the eldest of the group of 11 alumni who have been so honored — Frank Atherton Ketcham, 74. 

Mr. Ketcham, son of one of the Saginaw Valley's lumber barons of the golden days of the pine industry here, died at his! 
Rochelle, N. Y., home after a two-week illness. 

Frank Ketcham, whose pranks often got him into trouble in his high school days in Saginaw, went оп to become a top-ll 
industrialist, as president and then board chairman of Graybar Electric Co. In 1893, when a Junior, he was suspended from Sagi 
High (East Side High it was then) for his share in the "kidnaping" of an unpopular instructor in German. 

Born here October 14, 1875, a son of Philip H. Ketcham, who built a lumber fortune as a partner of the famed Ammi W. Wri 
he left school soon after the SHS suspension was lifted, passed the entrance examinations at the University of Michigan and plun 
into engineering studies. Reverses in the family fortunes forced him to leave school in his junior year, and in 1900 the young engine 
student got a job with Western Electric Co. at Chicago. 

He rose steadily from job to job, each with greater responsibility, and from 1918 to 1925 was general sales manager. Then Ui 
Sam swung the anti-trust club and forced Western Electrics break-up. When the dissolution became effective in 1928, Mr. Ketch 
and other employes bought the Graybar Electric division and Mr. Ketcham became president. He continued as president until 19 
when he became chairman of the board. He retired in 1944 after 44 years’ service with Graybar and its predecessor. 

He leaves three children: Larned M. Ketcham of White Plains, N. Y., Mrs. Carl H. McClure of New Rochelle and Mrs. De 
Clinton Howell of Greenwich, Conn. Two of his grandchildren, Sally Howell and DeWitt Clinton Howell III were here with t 
grandfather last May to attend the ceremonies at which the title of "Distinguished Alumnus” was conferred upon the industrial гус 
who in 1892 was suspended from the school which 56 years later paid him honor.

After an unusually successful financial year, the Senior class of 1920 decided to turn over $250 to the Alumni 
Association trustees, to serve as the nucleus of a fund to be designated as the "Alumni Scholarship." Subsequent 
profits from football games, plays, and the yearbook were added to the fund until April, 1935; then, by court action, 
the United Advisory Scholarship commission came into permanent possession of the money, with instructions to make 
awards exclusively to East Side High School graduates. 


Today, Alumni Scholarship winners are selected jointly upon the recommendation of the faculty and the United 
Advisory Scholarship commission. Character, scholastic standing, participation and achievement in various recognized 
school activities, quality of leadership, regard for authority, evidence of future public spirit, sense of service, all ele- 
ments which make for a thorough and constructive American citizen, comprise the basis of selection. Scholarships 
are awarded only as funds are available.

HARE and TOAN HEIDERER, who received $100 each. Shirley is now attending Bay City Junior college; Doris, the 
University of Michigan; Ernest, Ferris Institute, Big Rapids; and Joan, the University of Michigan.

Counseling in the Eleventh Grade is handled through weekly group meetings in the Home Room and through 
individual conferences with the pupil. While all counseling deals with character development, the main stress in this 
grade is on CONDUCT and BEHAVIOR, emphasizing such characteristics as honesty, dependability, loyalty to one's 
self and to the school, co-operation, courtesy, and good leadership; in fact, all characteristics that would be of value in 
the development of good leadership for the civic community. 

Each year special stress is placed on some certain phase. This year the emphasis is centered on "Courtesy and 
Consideration for others." 

Other important items discussed in these weekly group meetings are: 

“The School Code, ‘Order with Freedom and Courtesy’, its true meaning and how each one could apply it in his 
daily life; 

"Ihe Jones' Personality Chart" or "The Pupil Profile", with the list of qualities stressed and how these affect the 
uture lives of each pupil. One trait chart is kept on the bulletin board of each Home Room about three weeks to 
О impress that trait upon the pupils; 
he Personal File",—what it contains and how significant it is in the life of each pupil; 

Camp Minniwanca", how it operates and how juniors are selected for it; 

"Wolverine Boys' State", its purpose in developing the best in leadership through actual participation from a 
tical point of view, and how boys are chosen to go. 

Through individual conferences, a pupil is able to discuss more personal things with the teacher and each gets 


know the other better. Many difficulties are cleared up through these personal conferences and much good is 
accomplished. 


All conferences, individual or in groups, help the pupil to get a better and broader perspective of the greater 
y values of life.

When a sophomore enters Saginaw High School, he first goes to his home room. This is proper, for it is here 
that he will receive guidance and counsel to aid him in making his adjustment to a strange school with a course of 
study, customs, and routine all new to him. A sophomore home room consists of a group of about thirty students 
to whom a member of the faculty has been assigned as an adviser. Once a week these groups meet to discuss matters 
that concern sophomores. The material for these discussions is outlined by the sophomore counselor. 


Especially stressed in sophomore counseling are three objectives: instruction in matters of school routine, infor- 
mation about the varied curricular that the school affords, and the development of wholesome attitudes. Sometime 
during the tenth grade each student is rated by all of his teachers on the following traits: reliability, refinement, 
leadership, industry, mental alertness, thoroughness, personal grooming and appearance, and ability to get along with 
others. Students may consult their advisers about these ratings. The result is that most of them, when rated again 
as seniors, show a marked improvement. 


In addition to the weekly counseling in home room meetings, each sophomore confers with his adviser to receive 
guidance in making a detailed plan of work that will outline his particular course of study for each of his six semesters, 
a course adapted to his ability and plans for the future.
